COUNTRY CLUBS’ 
FUEL RESTRICTED. 


By a new Order in Council, just 
issued, strict regulations provid- 
ing for the restriction in the use 
of fuel in private country clubs 
“have been ratified. The Fuel Con- 
troller is vested with the neces- 
‘sary authority, and the penalties 
are to be just as effectively im- 
posed as if enacted by the Gover- 
nor in Council under the War 
Measures Act.

Young men from Newfoundland 
who are not permanently resident 
in Canada or earning their living 
here are at present exempt from 
conscription under the Military 
Service Act of Canada. <A report 
before the. Committee of the Privy 
Council deals with the question and 
also a despatch from the Governor 
of Newfoundland on the subject. 

The Minister submits that the 
Minister of Justice reports that 
according to a recent decision of 
the ‘Central Appeal Judge, students 
coming to Canada temporarily to 
pursue their studies during a college 


year, are not subject to the Military 
Service (Act and regulations, and 


the Minister presumes that upon 
similar principles, labourers or men 
coming ‘to the country for a corres- 
ponding temporary sojourn - would, 
in like manner, be held not bound, 
and that if this mformation were 
communieated.to the Governor of 
Newfoundland, it would meet the 
difficulty raised by His Excellency.

IN ALL ENEMY LANGUAGES 


The Government is taking ener- 
getic measures to deal with publi- 
cations and other literature printed 
in the language of nations with 
whom Great Britain and her Allies 
are at war. Under authority of the 
War Measures Act and on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of Justice, 
drastic regulations have been issued 
dealing with enemy language pub- 
licity and providing ample powers 
for their enforcement. 


The Order in Council is as follows: 
September 20, 1918.

The} Gevemear im -Colnaih: 

The undersigned has the honour 
submit for the sanction of Your Bxcel- 
leney in Council, under and in virtue of 
the -powers conferred by the War 
Measures Act, 1914, or otherwise vested 
in Your Hxcelleney in Council, the fol- 
lowing regulations :— 

1. These regulations may be cited as 
the Order respecting Enemy  publiea- 
tions. 

2. In and for 
order: 


the purposes of this 


(a) “publication ’’ means any book, 
newspaper, magazine, periodical, pam- 
phlet, tract, circular, leaflet, handill, 


poster or other printed matter ; 

(b) ‘enemy language’ means the 
language of any country or people for 
the time being at war with: Great 
Britain or any of her Allies or the 
language of any country (not belonging 
to Great Britain or any of her Allies) in 
whole or in part in occupation or under 
the control of the armed forces of any 
State or Sovereign for the time being at 
war with Great Britain or any of her 
Allies, and-without restricting the gen- 
erality of the foregoing terms, includes 
specifically the following languages: 
German, Austrian, Hungarian, Bulgar- 
ian, Turkish, Roumanian, Russian, 
Ruthenian, Ukranian, Finnish, Esthon- 
ian, Syrian, Croatian, and Livonian;
